the fresh leaves. The wood enters 
into the manufacture of wood pulp 
and is made by some builders into 
doors and wihdow frames. It is not, 
however, so hard ‘as spruce wood. 

There are four true firs found in 
Canada. They are the Balsam, Al- 
pine, Grand and Red or Amabilis Firs 
The alsam extends across Canada, 
while the other three are far western. 

The Douglas Fir (also called 
Douglas Spruce) is neither a true fir 
nor is it a true spruce. This will be 
better understood when it is explained 
that the spruces belong to a group 
of plants (or genus) botanically 
known as Picea, the firs—Ajbies. and 
the Douglas Fir—Pseudotsuga. The 
word Pseudotsuga means false hem- 
lock. 

The Dougias fir is found in Alberta 
and British Columbia. It is the lary- 
est of all Canadian trees, usually at- 
taining a height of 150 to 200 feet. 
Unlike the erect bractless cones of 
the true firs, those of the Douglas 
hang down and have three-pointed, 
very conspicuous ‘bracts attached to 
the back of the scales.

It 
was the sensational success of 1930. 
And it made one of. the most en- 
crossing films that ever came out 
of Hollywood. But, like most Hol- 
lywood films based on biographies, 
it deviated very, very far from the 
facts of Yeats-Brown’s astonishing 
career. : 

Francis Yeats-Brown was only 
pineteen years old when he first put 
on the dashing blue and gold uni- 
orm and the blue and gold turban 
of the Royal Bengal Lancers—the 
»roudest and lordliest cavalry in all 
the far-flung dominions of his: Brit- 
annic Majesty. They were a picked 
body of men, the crack regiment of 
India, these Bengal Lancers. Their 
pay was almost nothing—something 
like ten dollars a month—and they 
had to supply their own horses and

their own equipment. But they 
didn’t go out there to Mother India 
for gain, these daring young, men 
of England. They went there for 
glory—went out there imbued with 
the spirit that carried Kitchener and 
Chinese Gordon and Sir Francis 
Drake and Sir Walter Raleigh to 
the ends of the earth. 

I asked Yeats-Brown to tell me 
of his narrowest escape from death. 
He said it occurred one day while 
he was out “pig-sticking.” He and 
his men had dushed a great boar out 
of the bambles. The savage pig 
was racing across the field, his huge 
tusks glistening in the sun. Yeats- 
Brown, mounted on his polo pony, 
was in hot pursuit. Just as he drove 
his spear into the pig, his horse 
stumbled; and horse, pig and Yeats- 
Brown went down in a screammg 
whinnying, helpless mass of tangled 
legs and clawing forefeet. Yeats- 
Brown was pinned under his kicking 
horse; the pig, impaled upon the 
spear, was struggling to get up. The 


had lost a tooth, sprained a thumb, 
and was bruised and mashed from 
head to foot. 

But I suppose the strangest epi- 
sode in Yeats-Brown’s strange ca- 
reer was the time he disguised him- 
self as a woman. He had been 
fighting the Turks out in Mesopo- 
tamia or “Mespot” as he called it. 
He had been taken prisoner by the 
Turks and had esca from his 
vermin-infested cell in Constanti- 
nople, but had not been able to get 
out of the city. The Turkish au- 
thorities were searching for him 
frantically. 

Naturally they were looking for 
an English officer, so they never 
suspected a German governess who 
used to meet a Russian prince in 
one of the cafes. The Russian 
prince was also being watched. by 
the authorities, but the sentimental

munition factory. He grew a small, 
turned-up mustache and wore a 
derby hat, a pair of steel-rimmed 
glasses, a stained white vest, and.a 
pair of shoes with elastic sides.

Where the garden is hedged around 
with fences, vines will come into the 
picture. (These are obtainable in both 
perennial and annual assortment and 
they come in the self clinging type 
guch as Boston Ivy and Virginia 
‘Creeper or those like the climbing 
roses, clematis, Dutchman's Pipe and 
Trumpet vine, which are best given 
support of a trellis or wire. Even 
the most attructive stone wall is im_ 
proved by the adilition of a vine. This 
should not be allowed to cover all of 
the stonework of course, but merely 
a small part, the glossy foliage mak- 
ing a most pleasing contrast with the 
gray or white stone. 

There is a mistaken notion that 
clinging vines will harm masonry. In 
England where houses and churches 
have been go covered for centuries 
such an opinion is ridiculed. On stone 
or brick or stucco walls they will do 
no damage and their foliage keeps 
out oppressive heat in summer  be- 
cause the wall is always in the shade. 
As for weakening the structure the 
vine does exactly the opposite. A 
faw years ago the authorities at a 
military post in United States were 
afraid that an old brick chimney was 
about to fail There was a constant- 
ly enlarging crack near the top. No 
funds ‘were available for removal and 
so a couple of vines were planted.
